AIRSHIP FLIGHT 


TO A SHIPWRECK 


Witnessed by Ed. I~ Graef of Mansli- 


ttkl, Or*., Formerly of This 


City. 


For the first time in the history of 


aviation, an airship ^-eat to the aid of 
a wrecked vessel a* Marshfield, Ore- 
gon, during the earl> morning hours of 
Friday, November 1. Although the 
trip of the bird-man did not result in 
the saving of lives, I* demonstrated the 
fact that the airship :» bound to be a 
factor ia the saving o: Ihes on ves- 
sels wrecked on treacherous shores. 
The s'ory of the flight is told in the 
Coos Bay Times of ilarshneld. a coio 
of which has "been seat to the Advocate 
by Edward L. Grae-', sormer X" 
man, now located ar Ma-shfeeld, who 
witnessed, the flight. 


Before daylight on. Xoi ember 1. the 


gasoline schooner, O-^iey, with a 


] crew of three men aais t\\o passengers, 


ivas driven onto a treat_erous jetty in 
Coos Bay, and broken to jjieees on the 
roc'is. The captain and crew and the 
two passengers wer^ carried into the 
dishing waters and u»;ven onto 
the 


rocks where it is heLe\ed that their 
bodies were dashed to pieces. 


Efforts of the tug Kostoe, command- 


ed by Captain Tyler, discovered 
the 


wreck and though h-.- •„ as able to get 
within hailing distant oi the doomed 
vessel, he could not persuade Captain 
Johnson to avail him<c-U of the oppor- 
tunity to be saved. 


In the few moment.- that the Roscoe 


stood by the wrecked vessel they saw 
the captain and one oi" his companions, 
come onto the deck irom the 
hold. 


The line was thrown to the Osprey and 
. made fast about the body of the cap- 
j tain. He braced himsc-'f and resisted 
| all efforts of the tug crew to save him. 
He was finally carried into the seeth- 
ing waters and was lost to view. The 
Roscoe narrowly escaped going on the 
rocks but was unhariatd. 


Later in 
the 
morning, 
Aviaior 


Christofferson, who has been givin; 
exhibition flights at Marshfield, agreed 
to fly out over the bar in the hope of 
being able to aid the doomed crew. He 
took a passenger and several hundred 
feet of line but by the time he reached 
the scene of the wreck, the boat had 
gone to pieces and the aviator and his 
companion saw nothing of the passen- 
gers or crew. 


The same paper containing the ac- 


count cf the wreck aau attempted res- 
cue by airship, tells of a duck hunt 
conducted from xhe aeroplane. Aviator 
Christofferson, 4ccompaaied by Russell 
Touer, the latter armed with a duck 
gun, sailed out over the feeding beds 
of the water fowL They were able to 
shoot about 25 ducks which were 
nicked up by a big boat which followed 
them during the hunt.
